EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach an apparatus for encoding an output video stream with interactive triggers 
comprising a plurality of graphical sources coupled to a switch having an output 
connection, a trigger input inserter, connected to a trigger source and connected to the 
switch so that interactive triggers will be inserted in the output video stream, wherein a 
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gateway connector is connected to the video switch so that the gateway circuit receives 
information from the video switch representing the identity of the graphical sources 
connected to the output channel, such that the gateway circuit automatically supplies 
one or more triggers associated with the one or more graphical sources in the set to the 
trigger input of the inserter.
